+ (V. 5) The continual burnt-offering— 
The daily sacrifice. All the set feasts.— 
Before the foundations of the temple 
were laid, they instituted the offices of 
religion, impelled not only by a desire 
to obey God, but also in part, no doubt, 
by a feeling of fear. In fact, we are 
told that ‘* fear was upon them because 
of the people of those countries,” They 
felt, that they needed the protection of 
Jehovah, and therefore were the more 
prompt in setting up bis worship. For 
this purpose they probably ereeted a 
tabernacle, or temporary place of wor- 
ship, in which the sacred things were 
kept. 

(V. 7) They gave money,—The colo- 
nists were mostly poor. The company 
that followed Zerubbabel must have 
consisted of the most earnest, godly 
and enterprising members of the cap- 
tive nation. (Dr. Blaikie.) The largest 
number by far, however, including even 
Daniel, preferred to stay in Babylonia, 
and assist the colonists from their own 
private resources. Hence, there was no 
lack of money. to hire workmen, and 
purchase material. The tinker and the 
carpenter came from Tyre, a great com-

Traveler's View of Missions, 


Rev. W. T. Stevenson, D.D., spoke: 
in the following strain before the late 
Missionary Conference in London : 

“Tt was when | saw the well-manned 
and well-attended theological colleges 


but in the very priestly heart of Japan, 
in a city where ten years ago foreigners 
could only be smuggled ‘in by stealth ; 

when I listened to sermons preached by 
native ministers to large native congre- 
tions, and found them so scriptural, 
thoughtful, and eloquent, as to place 
them on a level with our best sermons 
at home: and then in India we passed 
through Travancore and Tivnevelly, and 
found Christian congregations and 
houses of worship dotted so thickly 
over the extreme south of that country 
that one was often not more than a few 
miles from the other; Sunday-school 
children marching in procession from 
various points to some central service; 
native Christians giving a tenth, and 


every week one, and sometimes two, 
days of their working time, that they 
might go and preach Obrist in the dis- 
tricts around ; and villages where three 
and four, and tid seven, hundred of the 
families are Christian ; when I preached 
in a stately church on a week-evening 
to a congregation of perhaps fourteen 
or fifteen hundred, and learned that the 
‘foundations of this building had been 
laid by a man of faith forty years ago, 
when there were only seven converts ; 

* * * * when, having spoken at 
midnight to some Christians at Cape 
Comorin, the waves at our feet break- 
ing on one of the most sacred temple 
sites in India, I found myself afterward | 
addressing a native congregation just at 
the foot of the Himalayas, that flung 
their shadows on the village street, it 
was then that I began to realize the 
work that the mission had accomplished 
‘already, and the vast possibilities that 
lie beyond it in the immediate future; 
the possibilities of faith which are not 
to be reckoned as the dreams of an en 
thusiast, but as the actual and divinely 
promised inheritance of a believing |

| fifty thousand warriors, and about fifty. 


' Another of the common impressions 
—that the single African communities 
or states are insignificant—is also dis- 
turbed by Stanley’s story. One of the 
striking incidents that he describes is a 
war of the Emperor of Uganda, at 
whose court he met the Frenchman. 
He is called Mtesa, and was described 
by Captain Speke asa wild youth, but 
as Stanley sees him in his maturity, he 
is a remarkable man for an African 
monarch—a’ man, indeed, whom Mr. 
Stanley, in his capacity of Christian 
missionary, evidently holds that he con- 
verted to the true faith. Having made 
acquaintance with the emperor, and 
finished the circumnavigation of the 
lake, which occupied two months of 
constant travel, Stanley returned to the 
imperial court of Uganda on his way to 
the Lake Albert Nyanza. But’ he 
found the emperor at.war with some 
refractory subjects who refused: to pay 
tribute, and/as it is the custom of the 
country that nobody can be permitted 
to pass through upon his travels while

Having now considered some of the 
principal causes that have operated to 
produée the low standard of Christian 
life and morals that exist in California | 
churches and communities to-day, we 
are brought to the second ivision of 
our subject— 


II. What is the remedy? Is there 
any? Or must we accept the present as 
the necessary condition of things in the 
Church and the world ? 

I do but voice your response, my 
brethren, in an emphatic No to this sug- 
gestion. There is a power in the Church 
which can be used, and: which is ade- 
quate for the removal of these évils.. 
To discover.and unfold this, if possible, 
is the special task which has been com- 
mitted to me. 
Bat, brethren, I say at the outset, 
that I have no nostrum to offer you. 
The disease is too deep-seated and com- 
plicated to yield to any preparation of . 
simples, or to yield speedily to any rem- 
edy. There is no short cut.to spiritual 
health. I have nothing to offer, in re- 
sponse to this inquiry, other than has 
been before the world for now near 
two thoussnd years. But neither is any 
other needed. He who first devised and 
presented it to a perfect diagnosis of the 
malady, joined an equally full knowl- 
edge of the remedy. And every Buc- 
ceeding age has borne concurrent testi- 
mony to its adequacy. 

I do not, however, by any means, re- 
gard my position here as that of a spir- 
itual advance jzuard, having insight in- 
to the truth unreached -by others. The 
“ Excelsior” which it is the purpose of 
this paper to utter, does not float back 
as the voice of one far up the height; 
but it rises, brethren, from among your- 
selves. My largest hope is to utter the 
familiar thoughts-which are now mov- 
ing through our communities, in a form 
possibly so fresh, and in connections 80 
natural, as to stir up your minds by way | 
of remembrance, and incite to earnest 
conference upon this great theme.

For general spiritual infirmity, we of- 
fer the general remedy of the in-dwelling 
Christ—Christ dwelling in the heart by 
faith. Everything is included in this 
prescription. But for specific develop- 
ments of disease, specific applications 
are needed. And among these I men- 
1. First: A heartier and more intel- 
ligent grasp upon the great Biblical 
truths. Heartiness and intelligence— 
the order of these terms is intentional ; 
for it is with the heart rather than the 
head that man believeth unto life; and 
faith ‘must be joined to a good con- } 
science to be secured against shipwreck. 
Yet clearness of intellectual view is al- 


‘so important; for the faith we are bid- 


den to cherish. is not superstition ; it is 
the repose of those who can give a rea- 


right. action clings closely, very closely, 
to right thinking. It is true, also, that 
the great evangelical* doctrines are at 
once the storehouse of right notions 
and of sound thought upon religious 
themes. The strength of that contempt 
for biblical doctrines, and neglect of 
their teachings, which are so common, 
lies in ignorance. The names either sug- 


gest no-ideas, or some vague or pervert. | 
ed notions. Nine-tenths of the con-| 


temptuous sneers at evangelical faith, 
and one-half of the objections to it, 
would be left without support, if skep- 
tics knew what the doctrines assailed 
really are. And in many another case, 
the’ entrance of light would change 
bravado into trembling, and careless 
unconcern into solemn awe. 

A first grand condition of spiritual 
improvement, then, is a clearer and 
firmer grasp upon the facts of God’s 
revelation.

Again, as to social 


these points, also, I am sure a stand 
must be made by those who would ele. 
vate the standard of Christian living. 
Take the matter of marriage for illus- 
tration. Study it in view of the wide- 
spread unhappiness, the despoiled homes, 
thé frequent divorces, which meet us 
on every hand. That there is something 
radically wrong here, must be confessed 
by all—either as to the parties contract- 
ing marriage, or as to the spirit in which 
it is entered upon, or in which its duties 
are met. In one or all of these direc- 
tions there is some radical vice. And 
that the evils reeulting are most closely 
connected with a low spiritual life, must 
be equally evident. And there is no 
remedy for these térrible—on this coast, 
these triply terrible—evils, but in the 
earnest application of an enlightened 
conscience. to their one re- 
moval. 

Observe the need of such eiibiation 
as regards personal purity—a very cor- 
ner-stone of religion, as all must admit ; 
the absolute condition of any high de. 
gree of virtue in the individual or in 
society ; and yet, a matter too indiffer- 
ently regarded by society. Wenecd a 
revision of the popular judgment upon 
this point ; 2 quick, sharp condemnation 
of immorality ; a Christ-like indignation 
at evil men and seducers; a demand 
for moral cleanness as the condition of 
social fellowship. There can be no real 
ain in Christian living which, is not at- 
tended by an elevation of the prevailing 
sentiment and practice in this regard. 

(c) There is need for similar cultiva- 
tion of conscience, once more, as: re- 
gards the attitude toward the positive 
institutions of Christianity: The Sab. 
bath, for example, is not so observed 
here as to draw from it the ‘greatest ad- 
vantage. The profanation of it seems 
to me one of the most alarming dangers 
which threaten our conmunities. We 
need not go back to the spirit of legal- 
ism’ to conclude that a California Sab- 
bath is not according to God’s idea ; 
nor that the looseness with which even 
professing Christians treat it is fraught 
with tremendous périls to all our insti- 
tutions. ‘I plead for no prescribed’ rules 
for its observanc; but I do plead for a 
conscientiousness, which ' I ‘fear there is 
not, as to its treatment. There is a 
right and a wrong as to Sunday. travel, 
and Sunday visiting, and Sunday read- 
ing, and Sunday amusements; and at 
our peril we shall pursue any course re- 
garding them which has not been adopt- 
ed with absolute conscientiousness. 

Church attendance, too, must be reg- 
ulated by an enlightgned conscience, 
which, on this point not less than on the 
preceding, sadly needs toning up. 

Nor is it, I think, appreciated how 
closely the matter of church support is 
connected with the spiritual life. There 
is a method of doing this which is pro- 
motive of spirituality, ‘and there are 
others which, in their influence, are de- 
structive to the highest interests of the 
church and of the commanity, There 
are some of which I cannot. think with- 
outa cold chill. Without, then, speci- 
fying particular methods, it cannot, be 
amiss to urge that they be made the 
subject of earnest, conscientious study. 
If thereby that shall be chosen which, 
by its regular pressure, calls for contin. 
ual provision, and arouses the thought 
as to the value of the sanctuary, and as 
to.a better appreciation of ‘its blessings ; 


ituality of the. church, and. so discour- 
age the adoption of doubtful or perni-. 
cious experiments ;, particularly, if it, 
shall free our churches from the. dissi- 
pating and deadening influence of festi-

On all these points, what is needed is 


not so much precise rules, as the exalta.

And there 
is nothing, I am persuaded,-which would 
more surely than this bring about that 
reign of righteousness, peace and joy 
in the Holy Ghost which is the ideal of 
our Christian faith. 


3. A third remedy for existing world- 
liness wikk be found in a more interested 
and active church life. That there may 
be an interest in church affairs which 
has in it no spirituality, is, of course, 
confessed ; but the dangers on this'side 
are not a tithe of those which encom- 
pass the other. To how many, indeed, 
has the interest in all matters of practi- 
cal church work proved the entrance to 
a higher personal experience of the 
grace of Christ—the tears and prayers 
and toils and cares expended on tlhe 
church ere long mingling with the pas-

plans for work, and in pecuniary sup- 
port of all Christian enterprises ; AD ace 
tive sympathy, too, with all who bear 
the Christian name, superior to those 
social distinctions which are the spirit. of 
the world and the bane of our churches. 
Out of this, too, will spring a jealous 
watch over the good name of Christ’s 
disciples—a mutual helpfulness, which 
shall supplement the weakness of the 
weak with the strength of the strong ; 
and a loving, faithful discipline, by 
which the erring may be reclaimed, the 
hypocrites be purged out, and the body 
of Christ kept pure. 

4, Thenext remedy which I mention 
is but an expansion of the, last—viz: A. 
more intelligent and active missionary, 
zeal. <A heart at leisure from itself is 
essential to any large developments of 
spiritual life. And this is precisely 
what our varied missionary work en- 
courages and aids.. It draws one out of 
self, to blend with others. It brings one 
into sympathy with the Lord Jesus 
Christ in his yearning after lost men— | 
after the poorest and most degraded of 
them. It makes one realize the worth 
of the soul, and the glory of our salva- 
tion, and the comparative worthlessness 
of material possessions. It draws out 
the noblest emotions, and brings into 
active exercise all that is best and truest 
in manhood and womanhood. It stim- 
ulates prayer, and especially the broad 
and unselfish prayer of intercession. It 
causes one to plan and, labor and save, 
in order to extend the blessings of the 
Gospel. It. breaks up, thus, the dream 
of . materialism; it strikes off the 
shackles. of selfishness, and brings the 
life-under the constraining love of 
Christ. That is its tendency. And we 
may hail every form of benevolent work 
auxiliary in the purification-of, our 
charehes. Especially may we rejoice in 
those which seem furthest off from con- 
nection with our own: individual *inter- 
ests, ,.We may welcome the cause of 
Foreign .Msssions, thus, as not only the 
hope of the heathen, but the. right arm 
of the churches at home, . And we may 
see in the increasing interest felt for 
Christ’s conquests abroad, the, most 
cheering promise of better things in 
store for California. 

5, Bat after all, the conscience, while 
it isthe foundation, is not the whole of 
It. is inthe closer uaion of the 
moral and the spiritual elements of .re- 
ligion that the remedy for worldliness 
lies.
